CUSTOM A BURDEN TO WETS? 
JUDGE SAYS THAT’S NO EXCUSE 


Court Rules in Cicero Fight That Peti- 
tions, if Justified by Law, Must Be 
8 C ur e d. — 


The fate of 100 saloons in the township of 
Cicero was discussed for four hours yester- 
day before Judge George A. Carpenter, sitting 
in chancery in the Circuit court. After hear- 
ing the arguments for and against the further 
existence of the dramshops, the court an- 
nounced. he would take the matter under ad- 
visement and announce his decision tomor- 
row. He made one significant ruling, how- 
ever, when he said the saloons must obey the 
law, whatever it is, even though it may entail 
a hardship. 

Technically, the saloons are threatened 
with the enforcement of an ordiname passed 
by the town of Cicero in 1874 (before it be- 
came a part of Chicago) providing that, to 
obtain a license, a saloonkeeper must ac- 
company his application with a petition 
signed by a majority of the residents within 
a half mile radius. 

As @ result of this situation the saloon in- 
terests decided to institute a test case, so 
James P. Kearns, who has a saloon at 2499 
West Lake street, yesterday filed a petition 
for a mandamus compelling Mayor Busse to 
issue him & license, and the city, through As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel William K. Otis, 
demurred to the petition. Kearns Was repre- 
sented by former Judge Elbridge Hanecy. 

„The mayor’s demand is unreasonabie and 
unlawrul, said Mr. Hanecy. To get such 
petitions as he @sks for would require from 
two to four months’ steady work, and it 
would take nearly as long for the police to 
verify the signatures.” 

In reply Mr. Otis cited a long list of cases 
furnishing precedents for the city’s inter- 
pretation of the law. 

“The question of hardship does not enter 
into this case, ruled Judge Carpenter. “A 
saloonkeeper takes his license for a year and 
takes his chances with it. If this is the law, 
it must be obeyed, no matter what the saloon- 
keeper loses by it. I will give a decision on

LIES WITH MEN, NOT WOMEN. 


Dr. Caroline Hedger of the University 
of Chicago Settlement Discusses So- 
cial Hygiene at Oak Park. 


„President Roosevelt has done noble work 
in speaking against race suicide, but he has 
been unjust to American womanhood in 
placing the blame upon them,“ gaid Dr. Caro- 
line Hedger of the Chicago Woman's club 
and the University of Chicago settiement at 
the afternoon session of t Illinois Sixth 
District Federation of Women's Clubs at 
Unity house, Oak Park, yesterday. She was 
speaking on Social Hygiene.“ 

„Physical disability is to blame for half of 

the childless women, and nearly every such 
case gan be blamed to the past life of the 
husband. It is a fact that 8&8 per cent of the 
children who contract hereditary diseases die 
before reaching maturity. One-third of the 
blindness in America is due to digeage of this 
character. More women come to me to ask 
why they can’t have children than those who 
ask not to have children. The women pay 
the penalty for this social condition, not the 
man. 
“The home is the basis of the present so- 
ciety. This home should consist of a man, a 
wife, and their children. The progressive 
polygamy of divorce is worse than the frank 
polygamy of the Mormon church. Worse 
than either is our so-called social evil. 

In Chicago we have what is called segre- 
gation. This has brought about the exist- 
ence of a ‘red light district’ where young 
men are lured, in many cases by curiosity, 
which develops into a desire by experience. 
Physically this is bad, owing to il] health 
of the majority of inmates of these resorts. 
Morally it is bad because it brings criminals 
into too close touch with the police depart- 
ment, offering too large a chance for graft. 

„1 don’t want to be an alarmist, but I 
must tell you the white slave trade is no 
scare head idea in this city. Real? It ia 
worse than real. In one month thirty-one 
women were reported to the police as dis- 
appearing in houses in the neighborhood of 
Twenty-second street and that was not all 
of them who went that way. These girls, as 
I know personally in some cases, have been 
sold for $25, and the police refuse to stop 
the trade because of the profit to them.”

MRS. ANNA M. DAVIS, WIDOW 
of FAMOUS PHYSICIAN, DEAD. 

End Follows Stroke of Paralysie—Came 
to Chicago in 1844—Was Noted for 
Many Private Charities. 


Mrs. Anna M. Davis; widow of Dr, Nathan 
Smith Davis, who during his life was one of 
the most prominent physicians in America, 
died last night at her residence, 291 Huron 
street. 

Four weeks ago Mrs. Davis suffered from a 
siroke of paralysis. Her condition became 
worse rapidly in spite of the best of medical 
treatment. Her only surviving child is Dr. 
N. 8. Davis of Chicago. 

Mrs. Davis came to Chicago in 1840, at the 
time her husband accepted the chair of physi- 
ology and general pathology in Rush Medical 
coHege. Her maiden name was Anna Maria 
Parker, She was born in Vienna, Oneida 
county, N. V., in 1820, and was educated in 
the school of that county. When 18 years 
old she Was married to Dr. Davis, and since 
then her life has been devoted to her home. 


}-charitieg, ners ak be numerous, were. private. 
After coming to Chicago the family’ first 
lived at Michigan, avenue and South Water 
street, and later moved to State and Wash- 
ington streets, the present site of Marshall 
Field & Co.'s retail store. At the time of the 
great Chicago fire their residence was in 
Michigan avenue, near Sixteenth street. In 
1881 they moved to the house on the north 
side. 
While Dr. Davis was president of the Amer 
ican Medical association Mrs. Davis accom- 
panied him to all.the national conventions of 
that body. Mrs. Davis’ charity did much to 
lessen suffering when cholera raged in the 
city in 1856. For many years she was a 
member of Grace Methodist 
church. 
The younger Dr. Davis is dean of the medi- 
al college of Northwestern university.

3 MILE VENTURE SUCCEEDS. 


Airship Responds to Every Command 
of Makers, Who Soar at Will Over 
North Carolina Dunes. 


Manteo, N. C., May 18.—Over the narrow 
and forsakén stretch of country that juts 
out in sand dunes into the Atlantic ocean 
the Wright aeroplane, invented by Dayton. 
O., aeronauts, today made two flights with 
apparently the most successful results. 

The aeroplane worked perfectly and sailed 


gracefully into the air, executed various ma- | 


neuvers at the will of the inventors and then 
dr@pped back to earth without a hitch. 

The inventors, the Wright brothers, seemed 
greatly pleased at the results accomplished 
by the days experiments. 

They made an early start, a plan in keep- 
ing with their efforts to screen the move- 
ments of the ship from the public. 

Only a few newspaper correspondents, the 
keeper of the life saving station on Kill Devil 
Hill, and a native or two witnessed the feats 
in the air. 

The first flight made was ina straightaway 
course and the airship sped directly along 
the route mapped out for it for three-quar. 
ters of a mile. 

Then followed an effort of more serious 
pretensions, the aeroplane this time making 
a complete circle and covering a distance of 
approximately three miles. 

Both times the machine was apparently 
under the mest perfect contro} and in every 
move appeared to respond to the guiding 
efforts of the aeronauts.

Alezander Graham Bell of telephone fame, 

made a successful ascent and flight over Ham- 
mondsport today with his flying machine,

At our conference I told Mr. Fullerton Sr.

bars. Mr. Fullerton said to me: ‘I'd rather 
see my son dead than marry that poor girl. 
My son has told me he doesn't love the girl, 
and I don’t think that matches without love 
are good ones..

Students Back Him Up. 

A large portion of the students at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati are disposed to support 
Prof. Bawden in his views on marriage and 
sex relations. 

At noon the majority of his pupils passed 
resolutions commending him as a teacher, 
declaring that he had never 42 his 
personal views in the classroom, and re- 
questing that he be given an impartial hear- 
ing 

Only three of the young women in his 
classes attended his lectures today and a 
few of the young men cut his recitations. 


Girls Barred from Lectures. 

Because of action taken by Miss Czarnom- 
ska, dean of the women, and Dean Whit- 
comb, young women students will not be 
permitted to attend Prof. Bawden's classes 
unless they have a written consent from 
their parents. 

That the professor will not he a member of 
the faculty seems assured, for a. number of 
the trustees of the institution have expreseed 
themselves as opposed to him remaining. 
His contract to teach here expires this year, 
and will hardly be renewed unless the 
trustees change in their attitude toward 
him.

"| Details of Hangow Disas ter a 
SIX HAVE BEEN INDICTED. , 


Show Victims Were Over- 
whelmed at Night. 


RIVER CRAFT DESTROYED 


Banks of Yangtsekiang Strewn 
with Debris and Bodies 
of Dead. 


Seattle, Wash, May 18.—News of one cf 
the greatest disasters that China has ever 
known, a sudden tidal bore in the Yangtee- 
kiang, which involved the logs of nearly 
10,000 lives at Hangow, was brought by the 
steamer Titan, which arrived last night. 

A bore? twenty-six feet in height flooded 
without warning down the river, over which 
hung thousands of junk, sampans, and amal 
boats, and wrecking some large river 
steamers. 

Some 38,000 Chinese were sleeping in sam- 
pans and small eraft and matsheds and 
huts by the riverside at Hangow, and they 
were enveloped by the great wave, which 
- swept broken junks, splintered sampans, and 
a heterogeneous mass of débris, with 
swarms of drowned Chinese mixed with the 
. wreckage. The scenes for many days after 
the disaster were horrible, the riverside be- 
ing strewn with dead and débris of wrecked 
craft for many miles - 


First Reports Less Alarming. “ 

{The sudden tidal bore referred to in the 
above dispatch previously has been reported 
by cable. A dispatch from Sha ai dated 
April 18 said disastrous floods occurred 
at Hangow, on the Yangtsekiang, in which: 
2,000 persons lost their lives. Several hun-. 
dred junks were sunk or wrecked. The waters 
caught the people unexpectedly in the mid- 
die of the night, and all avenues of escape 
were cut off. The cable advices do not show 
that the flond was by any means as disastrous 
as does the report from Seattle.! 


FEARS FOR LOBDELL FAMILY.

Norris Tells of Double Hardships the

Washington, D. G., May 13.—The select 
committee of the house which is investi- 
gating the wood pulp and print paper ques- 
tion is working hard to conclude its work 
in time to make a report at this session ot 
congress. To further this end, Chairman 
Mann today announced the committee prob- 
ably will hold night sessions. 

John Norris, the representative of the 
American Newspaper Publishers“ associa- 
tion, was on the stand during the entire 
day answering questions ds to statements he 
had made during his long examination. 

Chairman Mann took up the paper resolu- 
tion introduced by Speaker Cannon, under 
which the committee was appointed and read 
the several sections of the perambie to it, 
asking Mr. Norris if they accurately ex- 
pressed the views of the American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ association, To a number of 
these, Mr. Norris said that they did no 
{ gi state the views of the associa- 

on. 

The questions put to Mr. Norris by meni- 
bers of the committee covered a wide range. 
The questioning was not concluded when 
the committee adjourned for the day. 


Tells of Less Advertising. 

Mr. Norris said there had been a material 
decrease in the demand for paper since De- 
cember. He said that a shrinkage in adver- 
tising began in New York City about Noy. 10 
last, and that it averaged about ten columns 
per day for each paper. One paper, a Sunday 
issue, shrunk 130 columns, as compared with 
the corresponding Sunday of the previous 
year. The average advertising in the Sunday 
papers, he said, shrunk aboutthirty columns. 

„What was the character of the advertising 
that shrunk?’ asked Chairman Mann. 

“It was largely of the luxuries, like auto- 
mobiles. There also was a shrinkage in real 
estate advertisements.“ 

For what period of time did that shrink- 
age continue?” asked Mr. Stafford, ' 

It is still on,“ replied? Mr. Norris. 

Mr. Norris stated that, while there had 
been an increase in the cost of getting out 
newspapers, and the papers had been re- 
ducing their prices and passing along all of 
the advantages to the public, they had been 
subject more_or less to competition fiom 
various sources which kept down their ad- 
vertising rates and their advertising earnings 
per annum. 


Some pass Any Decrease. 


In reply to a question by Mr. Ryan as to 
whether any of the newspapers which were 
receiving their paper at $40 a ton, or less, 
were complaining of the price, Mr. Norris 
mentioned the New York World as one, and 
said possibly there were others. 

He also said that one or two members of, 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ asso- 
clation were not in accord with the present 
demand, 

Also,“ he continued, a number of newe- 
papers, some of them members of the asso- 
‘ciation and some of them not, are opposing 
it on the editorial side, and favoring it on the 
business side. Then there are a number of 
papers which sell at 3 cents, which, by rea- 
son of the fact that they think that anything 
that increases the cost of producing the 1 
cent paper will help them (the 8 cent papers), 
are opposing any action by congress.”

No authentic 4 fortralt taken of him since 
his accession is in existence, the only bona- 
fide pictures of him dating from 1868 and 
1869—that is to say, forty years ago. Conse- 
quently, none of his subjects has the slight- 
est notion of what he looks like, and he 
might, if he recovered his senses, which — 
out ot the question, travel from one end of. 
his dominions to the other without ever being 
recognised. All that his Heges know of him 
is that he is tall, that he has become quite 
stout, and that he has a long beard. 

The anniversary which he celebrated the 
other day was his sixtieth birthday, and he 
has been under restraint as a lunatic and in 
seclusion ever since his sensational arrest in 
the chateau of Versailles at the beginning 
‘of 1871. He formed part of that cortége of 
petty sovereigns of Germany and of princes 
of the blood who assembled at Versailles 
to follow the operations of the siege of Paris 
and to take part in the birth of the present 
German empire and in the proclamation of 
old King Willlam of Prussia as kaiser. 


oe 


Prince Otto of Bavaria, as he was then, was 
present at Versailles as representative of his 
brother, King Louis, and had been attached 
to the headquarters staff. But whether it 
was the excitement of the military operations 
that were taking place or the unacctistomed 
restrictions of a military character to which 
he, like every other member of the staff, was 

‘ subjected, as in a hostile country, he com- 

pletely lost his mental balance. He insisted 
upon pressing his opinions with regard to the 
conduct of the war upon the old emperor and 
upon Moltke, and his political views upon 
Prince Bismarck, issued without warrant 
military orders, right and’ left, which were 
the cause of considerable confusion, and 
finally was found to be carrying on an active 
correspondence with the enemy, sending let- 
ters of the most amazing character to French 
military commanders and statesmen. Thie 
proved the final straw and he was placed 
under strict arrest. 

Of course there were some at Versailles 
who on learning of his intrigues with the 
enemy insisted that he should be dealt with 
in the most rigorous manner and as a traitor. 

But the German crown prince (afterwards 
Emperor Frederick), who had been watch- 

ing him carefully since his arrival at Ver- 

sailles, and who had been subjected to no 
end of annoyance by him, urged that the 
man was insane and altogether irresponsible 
for his actions, and should be treated as 
such. This view commended itsélf also to 

Prince Bismarck, who realized that it was 

the only politic way to deal with the affair 
so as to avoid alienating the Bavarian court 
and the Bavarian people from the cause of 

German unity. 

The consequence was that the physicians 
pronounced him mentally unbalanced and he 
was sent back to Munich, not as a prisoner 
but as a lunatic under restraint, and has been 
confined as such ever since. 

~~ 


For several years he was imprisoned in the 
chateau of Nymphemburg, in the suburbs 
of Munich; then he was transferred to the 
ch&teau of Schleishelm, and in 1878 was in- 
terned in the palace of Furstenried, not far 
from Munich, and at Furstenried he has been 
ever since—that is to say, for thirty years— 
never going beyond the lofty walls by which 
it is entirely surrounded. 

Each year he is visited by a commission of 
specialists appointed by the legislature to 
report to parliament on his condition ané 
upon the manner in which he is cared for, 
and each year, too, the cabinet makes a 
report of its own to the legislature so that 
people are thoroughly convinced that there 
is no injustice being done and that there is 
no truth fn the foolish stories circulated 
at the time of his accession that he was a 
victim of Prince Bismarck’s policy and of 
Prussian intrigue, and that he was in reality 
perfectly sane.

AN UNACCEPTABLE OFFER. 

A western manufacturer of print paper 
appeals to the men who are asking for 
the repeal of the duties on that kind of 
paper and on wood pulp to join him in 
furthering a plan which commends itself 
to him. He says that the duty on Cana- 
dian print paper should be reduced, but 
‘he would have a commission appointed to 
determine how much of it should be left 
to cover the possible difference in wage 
scales.

Queen Margherita has notified the Italian 
government that Bernini's masterpiece of 
sculpture of The Rape of Proserpine *’ is at 
the disposal of the minister of fine arts, who 
is at Hberty to remove it from her palace 
and to transfer it to any public museum 
whenever he sees fit. This superb group of 
statuary formed part of the collection of 
Prince Boncompagnhi-Ludovisi, which was 
purchased by the state about seven years 
ago along with his palace. 

The latter is now occupied by Queen Mar- 
gheritea as her Reman residence; and while 
the remainder of the art collection was dis- 
persed soon after its purchase among the 
various national museums and public insti- 
tutions, the Bernini group of statuary was 
left for the time being.in the Boncompagni 
palace, where, partly owing to the danger 
of transporting it, and partly, too, because 
it occupied in the palace a niche specially 
constructed for it, and that to show it off 
to similar advantage in any museum would 
involve costly and ineonvenient:structural 
changes in the latter, ct has remained ever 
since. 

Learning, however, of the presence of the 
group in Queen Margherita’s Roman resi- 
dence, one of the ultra-radical deputies in 
the national legislature brought up the mat- 
ter for discussion in parliament, asking why 
the royal family were permitted to monopo- 
lige art treasures belonging to the nation, and 
demanding that The Rape of Proserpine ”’ 
should be immediately transferred to some 
public museum, where the people might have 
a chance of seeing it. He at the same time, 
and on analogous grounds, claimed from 
the king a magnificent Tintoretto hanging on 
the walls of the royal palace at Venice and 
the celebrated Madona di Melozzo da Forli, 
which adorns the grand staircase of the 
@uirinal at Rome. 


+. 

The government, instead of pointing out, as 
it should have done, that the quirinal, and 
the royal palace at Venice, and the Bon- 
compagni-Ludovisi palace at Rome were all 
national institutions, and that therefore the 
art treasures belonging to the nation pre- 
served there were quite ig their proper place 
and could not be regarded as having been 
alienated to a private individual, remained 
silent and allowed the idea to go forth, not 
only through Italy but also to foreign 
countries, that King Victor Emmanuel and 
the members of his family were in the habit 
of depriving public museums and national in- 
stitutions of their finest paintings and stat- 
uary in order to adorn their own palaces. 

It is just the contrary thatisthecase. For 
poth the present king and his widowed 
mothér have been particularly generous in 
donating to the nation and to the nationa!} 
museums and galleries treasures from their 
own private collections. Thus, the king only 
the other day presented to the state the 
wonderful piece of statuary entitled The 
Discobole,’’ unearthed on his Castelporziano 
éstate, and also has given the magnificent 
statue of Neptune, by Glambolosna, which 
formerly adorned the grand fountain of the 
Pitti palace at Florence, to the state for 
preservation in a museum in order to protect 
it from the ravages of the weather. 

In fact, there is no end to his gifts of this 
kind, and it is therefore particularly ungra- 
eious and unjust that both he and his wid- 
owed mother should, through the neglect of 
the government to explain at once matters 
in parliament, have been placed before the 
public, both in Italy and abroad, in a dis 
pleasing light in this connection.

When the house meets at 11:30 a. m., a reso- 
lution will be reported from the committee 
on rules.

This resolution will be adopted under sus- 
pension of the rules by a roll call vote, which 
is not expected to disclose the real strength 
of the republican insurgents, for, while sey- 
eral undoubtedly will vote against the rule, 
others probably will vote for it out of party 
spirit and a desire to bring the whole con- 
troversy to an issue:

RAYNER RESOLUTION REFERRED 


Proposition to Investigate Case of Col. 
W. T. Stewart Will Be Heard Fur- 
ther Before Committee. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Rayner’s resolution directing the 
president to appoint a court of inquiry to in 
vestigate the case of Col. William F. Stewart 
of the army, now stationed at Fort Grant, 
Ariz., was referred to the committee on mii- 
itary affairs today with an understanding 
that Senator Rayner would appear before 
that committee tomorrow to make a further 
statement on the Stewart case. 

Light on the precise attitude taken by 
President Roosevelt in the case of Col. Stew- 
art has been given to certain of the presi- 
dent’s friends in eongress, and the prediction 
is made that the recent speech of Senator 
Rayner of Maryland may be replied to with 
vigor. 

It is explaingd that in detailing Col. Stew- 
art to Fort Grant, Ariz., without command, 
the president has taken the one course open 
to him in desirably avoiding any procedurs 
which might result in the punishment of Col. 
Stewart by depriving him of his pay upon 
retirement.

DECLARES WHITE RACES FACE 
“YELLOW AND BLACK PERIL.” 


Prof. W. I. Thomas of the University of 


Chicago Writes of Probable World 
Conflict for Supremacy. 


' Americans and all members of the white 
race should fear a yellow and black pertl ”’ 
—a combination of the yellow and black 
races of the world, says Prof. William 1. 
Thomas of the University of Chicago. He 
hints at a world conflict for race supremacy. 
Under the heading, The Significance of 
the Orient for the Occident’’ in the May 
number of the American Journal of Sociology 
issued from the Universjty of Chicago press 
yesterday, he writes: 

„The oriental is getting possession of our 
system or of that part of it which is su- 
perior to his own from the standpoint of 
control, and we begin to feel that our civili- 
gation is threatened. In the hands of one 
alien race white methods are having a 


“more complete and rigid application than 


we have been able to make of them, and we 
begin to fear that we have raised a devil 
which we cannot lay. 

On the score of hard labor and a low 
standard of living we cannot compete with 
the oriental, and the oriental world is large 
enough to overwhelm us and smite us with 
the sword which we have put into his hands. 
And when we reflect that if a world conflict 
for racial supremacy arises all the colored 
races of the world will inevitably combine 
against the white, and that the yellow and 
black races are now vaguely contemplating 
such a combination, we may well be affright- 
ed.“

like a bank account which is never increased 
but always drawn upon. This class of nat- 
ural products grew with the making of the 
world, and when once used are not replen- 
ished as are crops, forests, and other produc- 
tions created year by, year or 8 . — 
to generation. 


Root Shows Need of Co-operation. 

All these things were interesting enough, 
but it remained for Elihu Root, as I have 
said, to sound the keynote of the whole con- 
ference and to indicate the way in which 
actual codperation may be accomplished. 
He called attention casually but none the less’ 
effectively to a little known paragraph in the 
concluding section of the first article of the 
constitution. This paragraph provides that 
no state shall without the consent of con- 
gress ’’ enter into an agreement or compact 
with another state or with a foreign power. 

It is easy to see the inference from this sug- 
gestion by the secretary of state. It ia that 
the states themselves cannot agree among 
themselves to protect their forests, or their 
water power rights, or any other of their 
natural resources except so far that these. 
things are within state lines. They can 
agree through the federal government by 
action of congress and thus secure actual co- 
operation, which is necessary to forestry op- 
erations, interstate irrigation, control of 
water powers, and, ultimately, the increase 
of the rainfall and prevention of soil wastage, 
and conservation of life and health by im- 
proved water supplies and disposition of 
sewage. — 

Secretary Root made a telling point when 
he declared in a forcible manner that the 
time had come when action of the states | 
must be based on something more than mere 
local interests. 


‘Must Eliminate Local Jealousies. 


He suggested that results of the conference 
would best be seen in the direction of o- 
operation. between states for thé common 
benefit of all and for the elimination of local 
jealousies. The speech ot the secretary of 
state, which was exceedingly brief, was par- 
ticularly significant because of inferences 
which were drawn from his suggestion that 
the outcome of the conference would most 
likely be the attempt to secure widespread 
cooperation between the states themselves 
and between them and the federal govern- 


ment. 
Text of Root’s Speech. 


. Becretary Root's speech, which ange 
the whole atmosphere around the confer- 
ence, follows: 

% Mr. Chairman: What occurs to me to 
gay in response to your kind invitation is 
what comes naturally to the mind of the 
officer who is the official medium of com- 
munication between the government of the 
United States and the! governments of the 
states. Forty-foursevereign states are rep- 
resented here today. All are sovereigns— 
here upon invitation of the executive 
of the sovereign nation—the United States. 
No one can overestimate the importance of 
maintaining each and every one of the sover- 


eignties of the states and no one can over- | 


estimate the importance of maintaining the 
sovereignty. of the United States. 

“The nation cannot. perform the function 
ef the state sovereignties. If it were to 
undertake to perform those functions it would 
break down—the machinery would not be able 
to perform the duty. The pressure is already 
heavy upon the national machinery to do its 
work. I feel deeply impressed with the idea 
that the forty-six sovereign states in the per- 
formance of their duties of government are 
lagging behind the stage of development 


‘which the other sovereignti¢s of the earth 


have reached. 
the popujation of your states in- 
as the relations between the people 
of each state and each other state grow 
more frequent, more complicated, more im- 
portant, more intricate, what every state 
does is more important to the people of 
every other state. If you look at the inter- 
mational life of the world you will see that 
the correspondence between the nations is 
continually increasing—correspondence not. 
im the letter writing sense but the intercom- 
munication and understanding abouu the 
things they shall do in concert for the bene- 
fit of all their people. Scores and hundreds 
of conferences and congresses are being held 
under government auspices to regulate the 
action of the different nations of the earth: 


Constitution Steps Into Case. 
“Now the states in the exercise of. ‘their 
@o'vereignties, in the exercise of the powers 


reserved to them, rest ander the same kind of 
dtty—a duty that forbids the people of any 


' state to live unto itself alone. The consti- 


tution of the United States prohibits the 
states from making any agreement: with 
each other without the consent of congress, 
but you can make any number of. agree- 
ments with the consent of congress. - 
“Why should not the powers that are re- 
eerved to the state sovereignty be exercised 
by those sovereignties with a wise regard for 
the common interests? It is high time that 


the sovereign states of the union should begin 


to perform their duties with reference not 


only to their own individual local interests 


but with reference to the common good. I 
gard this meeting as marking a new de- 


ure—the beginning of an era in Which 


the states of the 8808 will exercise their re- 
powers upon a higher plane of patriot-

Air Explosive Before Root Spoke. 


Many of the governors had previously put 
themselves on record as being opposed to any 
assumption by the federal government of.

Up to the time when Mr. Root spoke 
there was something in the atmosphere which 
clearly indicated that after the ordinary 

courtesies of the affair were disposed of, 
something in the nature of an explosion 
might be anticipated.

The one thing which is likely to occur is 
the perfection of some plan for a permanent 
aseociation of governore of the different 
states. The advantage of this permanent 


organization: is apparent to almost every- 


body, and there is a general understanding 
that if the plan can be worked out there will 
be held in Washington annually a conference 
of official representatives of all the states, 
first to give congress and the president ad- 
vice and assistance, and second, to promote 
coiperation among the states themselves. 


President Talks to Gathering. 
In opening the conference President Roose- 
velt said in part: 
„Governors of the several states and gen- 
tlemen: I welcome you to this conference 
the White house. You havè come hither 
at my request so that we may join together 
to consider the question of the conservation 
and use of the great fund tal sources 
of wealth of this nation. So vital is this 
question that for the first time in our history. 
the chief executive officers of the states 
separately, and of the states together form- 
ing the nation, have met to consider it. 

“This conference on the conservation of 
natural resources’ is in effect a meeting of 
the representatives of all the people of the 
United States, called to consider the weight- 
letzt problem now before the nation; and the 
occasion for the meeting lies in the fact that 
the natural resources of our country are 
in danger of exhaustion if we permit the old 
wasteful methods of exploiting them longer 
to continue. 

When the founders of this nation met at 
Independence hall in Philadelphia the con- 
ditions of commerce had not fundamentally 
changed from what they were when the 
Phoenician keels first furrowed the lonely 
waters of the Mediterranean. The differ- 
ences were those of degree, not of kind, and 
they were not in all cases even those of de- 
gree. 

Knew Coal as Useless Stone. 


“In Washington’ s time anthracite coal was 
known only as a useless black stone and the 
great fielde of bituminous coal were undis- 
covered. Such was the degree of progress to 
which ‘civilized mankind had attained when 
this nation began its career. 

ines then cur knowledge and use of the 
resources of the present territory of the 
United States have increased a hundred- 
told Indeed, the growth of this nation by 
„leaps and bounds makes one of thé most 
striking and important chapters in the his- 
tory of the world. Its growth has been due 
to the rapid development; and alas! that it 
should be sald, to the rapid destruction, of 
our natural resources. 

„Nature has supplied to us in the Unite 
States, and still supplies to us, more kinds o 
resources in a more lavish degree than has 
ever been the case at any other time or with 
any other people. 

“Our position in the world has been at- 
tained by the.extent and thoroughness of the 
control we have.achieved over nature, but 
we are more, and not less, dependent upon 
what she furnishes than at any previous time 
of history since the days of primitive man. 


New Power Worked Revolution. 

“Since the days when the constitution was 
adopted steam and electricity have revolu- 
tionized. the industrial world. Nowhere else 
has the revolution been so great as in our 
own country. 

Phe steadily increasing drain on these 
natural resources has promoted to an ex- 
traordinary degree the complexity of our in- 
dustrial and social life. Moreover, this un- 
exéaampled development has had a determin- 
ing effect upon the character and opinions of 
our people. The demand for efficiency in the 
great task has given us vigor, effectiveness, 
decision, and power, and a capacity for 
achievement which. in its own lines has never 
yet been matched 

We have become great because of the 
‘lavish use of our resources, and we have just 
reason to be proud of our growth. But the 
time has come to inquire seriously what WII 
happen when our forests are gone, when the 
coal, the fron, the oll, and the gas are ex- 
hausted, wen the soils shall have been still 
further impoverished and washed into the 
streams, polluting the rivers, denuding the 
fields, and obstructing navigation. 


Nation Must Act as Parent. 

These questions do not relate only to the 
next century or to the next generation. It is 
time for us now as a nation to exercise the 
same reasonable foresight in dealing with 
‘our great natural resources that would be 
shown by any prudent man in conse. ving 
and eee using the property which contains

“In dealing with the soil and its pro juets 
man can improve on nature by compellmg 
the resources to renew and even reconstruct 
themselves in such manner as to serve in- 
cteasingly beneficial uses—while the living 
waters can be 80 contrdlied as to multiply 
their benefits. 


\ Son Lives on F x's Farm. 

On. the average the son of the farmer of 
today must make his living on his father’s 
farm. There is no djfficulty in doing this tf 
the father will exercise wisdom. No wise 
use of a farm exhausts its fertility. So with 
the forests. We are over the verge of a tim- 
ber famine in this country and it is unpar- 
donable for the nation or the states to permit 
any further cutting of our timber save in ac- 
cordance with a system which will provide 
that the next generation shall see the timber 
increaged instead of diminished. 

Moreover, we can add enormous tracts 

of the most valuable possible agricultural 
land to the national domain by irrigation 
in the arid and semi-arid regions and by 
drainage of great tracts of swamp land in 
the humid: 
We cain enormous! y Incresss-our trans 
portation facilities by the Canalization of our 
rivers so as to complete a. t system of 
waterways on the Pacific, Atlantic, and gulf 
coasts and in the Mississippi valley, from the 
great plains to the Alleghenies and from the 
northern lakes to the mouth of the mighty 
Father of Waters. 

But all these various uses of our natural 
resources are so closely connected that they 
should be cotrdinated, and should be treated 


hagard and piecemeal fashion. 


Nation’s Rights Now Recognized. 

“We are coming to recognize as never 
before the right of the nation to guard its 
own future in the essential matter of natural 
resources. In the past we have admitted the 
right ef the individual to injure the future 
of the republic for his own present profit. The 
time has come for a change. 

As a people we have the ht and the 
duty. second to none other but the right and 


duty of obeying the moral law, of requiring ’ 


and doing justice, to protect ourselves and 
our children against the wasteful develop- 
ment of.our natural resources, whether that 
ce is caused by the actual destruction of 

uch resources or by making them impossible 
of development hereafter. 

Any right thinking father earnestly de- 
sires and strives to leave his son both an 
untarnished name and a reasonable equip- 
ment for the struggle of life. So this nation 
as a whole should earnestly desire and strive 
to leave to the next generation the national 
honor unstained and the national resources 
inexhausted. There are signe that both the 
nation and the statesare waking toa realiza- 
tion of this great truth. 


State Control Over Trees. 

“On March 10, 1908, the Supreme court of 
Maine rendered an exceedingly important 
judicial decision. This opinion was rendered 
in response to questions as to the right of the 
legislature to restrict the cutting of trees on 
private land for the prevention of droughts 
and floods, the preservation of the natural 
water supply, and the prevention of the ero- 
sion of such lands, and the consequent filling 
up of rivers, ponds, and lakes. 

“The forests and water power of Maine 
constitute the larger part of her wealth and 
form the basis of her industrial life, and the 
question submitted by the Maine senate to 
the Supreme court and the answer of the Su- 
preme court alike bear testimony to the wis- 
dom of the people of Maine and clearly define 
à policy of conservation of natural resources, 
the adoption of which is of vital importance 
not merely to Maine but te the whole country. 

“The court of Errors and Appeals of New 
Jersey has adopted a similar view, which 


has recently been sustained by the Supreme 
court of the United States. 

These decisions reach the root of the idea 
| of conservation of our resources in the inter- 
ests of our people. 


Rests Upon Each Citizen: 

Finally let us remember that the conser- 
vation of our natural resources, though the 
gravest problem of today, is yet but part of 
another and greater problem to which this 
nation is not yet awake, but to which it will 
awaken in time and with which it must here- 
after grapple if it is to live—the problem of 
national efficiency, the patriotic duty of in- 
suring the safety and continugnes of the 
nation. 

“When the people of the United States 
consciously undertake to raise themselves ag 
citizens and the nation and the states in their 
several spheres to the highest pitch of excel- 
lence in private, state and national life) and 
to do this because it is the first of all the 
duties of true patriotism, then, und not till 
then, the future of this nation, in quality and 
in time, will be assured.“ 

Carnegie’s Address on Iron. 

Andrew Carnegie delivered one of the most 
learned, practical, and interesting papers of 
the day. 

“You have begun to make history today,” 
said Mr. Carnegie, for never before has the 
national governor called all the state gov- 
ernors into conference. The president has 
acted upon the axiom that while it is well to. 
follow good precedents, it is better to make 
them. It is no new question with which you 
have to deal, My province today is to ask 
your attention to the situation as affected 
2 our mineral supplies, ehiefly iron and 
eo 

“Of an the world’s metals iron is in our 
day the most useful. Iron and coal are the 
foundation of our industrial prosperity. The 
value of each depends upon the amount and 
nearness of the other. When the republic 
was founded there were, according to recent 
expert estimates, approximately 2,000,000,- 
000,000 tons of coal in the territory now 
forming the United States. To date the 
actual consumption of coal has been over 
7,500,000,000 tons; the waste and destruction 
in the neighborhood of 9,000,000,000 tons.

Coal mining 
cries out for expert knowledge whereby the 
full yield may he obtained without needless 
risk or loss. 

Ironmaster Offers Plan of Work. 

“ If our career of prosperity is to continue, 
it must be. on the basis of completer con- 
trol of national sources of material and power 
than we have thus far exercised, a control to 
be gained only by research. It seems to me 
our duty is: 

„First Conservation of forests, for no 
forest, no long na vigade rivers; no rivers, no 
cheap transportation. 

** Second—To systematize our water trans- 
portation, putting the whole work in the 
hands of the reclamation service, which has 
already proved itself highly capable by its 
admfrable work. Cheap water transporta- 
tion for heavy freights brings many ad- 
vantages and means great saving of our ore 
supplies. Railroads require much steel, wa- 
ter does not. 

“ Third—Conservation of soll. More than a 
thousand milMons of tons of our richest soil 
is swept into the sea every year, clogging 
the rivers on its way and filling our harbors. 
Less soil, less crops; less crops, less com- 
merce, less wealth.“ 


Prospect Alarms Dr. White. 

Dr. I. C. White, state geologist of West 
Virginia, spoke on The Waste of Our Fuel 
Resources.“ To Dr. White the offense this 
geenration is committing against the nat- 
ural resources of the country is enormous.

John Mitchell Tells of Waste. 

John Mitchell, ex-president of the United 
Mineworkers of America, stated conditions 
that lead experts to believe the coal supply 
of the country is limited, and commenting 
upon the losses attendant upon present meth- 
ods of mining said: 

am conyinced that by the present meth- 
ods of mining not less than 25 per cent ofithe 
coal in mines that have been developed is 
lost beyond hope or possibility of recovery. 

Phe production and consumption of coal 
must be considered largely from a commer- 


cia} standpoint. The thin seams of coal and. 


the thicker seams in mines where the phys- 
ical conditions are unfavorable or where the 
coal is of an inferior quality cannot be mined 
or their product marketed profitably unless, 
perchance, they are located in close prox- 
imity to great centers of industry. 

The low cost at which coal is produced 
and the low price at which it is sold to large 
consumers is: the most pronounced incentive 
to waste and extravagance. If American 
manufacturers and other great consumers 
were requined to pay a higher rate for fuel it 
would enable mining companies to produce 
and prepare for market countless millions of 
tons of coal which under present conditions 
are left im the ground, lost to the present and 
future generations. 


Army of ‘Miners Killed Yearly. 


Our extravagant wastefulness in the use 
of our fuel supply, both in production and 


consumption, is equaled only by our criminal | 


disregard of the personal safety and the lives 
of the men who toil in the mimes. For every 
190,000 tons of coal produced a mine worker 
is killed and several are seriously injured. 
For each 1,000 men employed 8.40 are killed 
annually. 

Last year nearly 2.500 men were killed 
and more than 6,000 were seriously injured in 
the. mining Industry of our country. 

No other country in the world shows so 
large @ percentage of fatalities. Indeed, in 
those foreign countries in which mining is 
most hazardous the proportion of mien killed 
to the number employed is from 50 to 78 
per cent less than in our country.”
